THE FUROR OVER THE 
purported arrest of party- 
list Rep. Risa Hontiveros- 
Baraquel is threatening to 
derail approval of the 
2006 budget in the House 
of Representatives, which 
is working hard against a 
March 20 deadline im- 
posed by Speaker Jose de 
Venecia to approve the 
measure. 


Since Monday, the House has been 
conducting marathon sessions on the 
budget proposals of the different de- 
partments and their attached agen- 
cies. 

Albay Rep. Joey S. Salceda, chair of 
the appropriations committee, said 
he expected the budget, at P1.05 tril- 
lion the biggest ever for the country, 
to get past floor debates and plenary 
approval by March 20. 

But just before the House opened 
plenary hearings on the P35.5-billion 
budget of the Philippine National Po- 
lice, the biggest chunk of the P45.6- 
billion budget of the Department of 
Interior and Local Government, 
Bayan Muna Rep. Joel Virador served 
notice that he intended to turn the 
budget hearing into an interrogation 
of police and interior department of- 
ficials on Baraquel’s "arrest" at a 
‘women’s rally last Wednesday. 

"We will confront each other here,” 
Virador told a press conference, say- 
ing he wanted the DILG and PNP offi- 
cials who were at the hearing to de- 
fend their proposed budgets to ex- 
plain what he called the “iron-hand- 
ed” treatment of Baraquel and the six

THE SANDIGANBAYAN SHERIFF YESTER- 
day launched a hunt for the family of former 
Armed Forces of the Philippines comptroller 
Maj. Gen. Carlos Garcia (ret.) a day after the 
antigraft court issued warrants for their arrest 
їп connection with the P303-million plunder 
case filed against them by the Ombudsman 
nearly a year ago. 

Sheriff Ed Urieta said the warrants would be 
served at the last known address of Garcia's 
wife Clarita and their sons fan Carl, Juan Paulo 
and Timothy Mark in Iloilo. He said copies of 
the warrants would be given to the Philippine 
National Police, the National Bureau of Investi- 
gation and the Bureau of Immigration. 

Urieta said he had received information 
that Clarita and Ian Carl were in the country 
while Juan Paulo and Timothy Mark were 
abroad. 

"We are still verifying this information,” 
Urieta said. 

‘On Wednesday, the Sandiganbayan Second 
Division ordered the arrest of Garcia's wife 
and sons and recommended no bail for them. 

The court issued the arrest orders after it 
upheld the Ombudsman's finding of probable 
cause to prosecute the accused for conspiracy 
to amass at least P303.2 million in alleged ili- 
gotten wealth between 1993 and 2004. 

Aside from the plunder case, the Garcias 
are facing а P143-million forfeiture case in 
the Sandiganbayan Fourth Division. 

The Ombudsman had also filed four per- 
jury cases against the retired general for al- 
Teged misdeclaration of wealth. 

Last year, a general court-martial sen- 
tenced Garcia to two years at hard labor after 
he was found guilty of corruption. He was al- 
so dishonorably discharged and his pay and 
allowances, including his pension, were for- 
бейей. 

Garcia is detained at Camp Crame.

to SC on Lucio Tan cases

THE PRESIDENTIAL COMMISSION ON GOOD 
Government said yesterday it would ask the 
Supreme Court to reverse a recent Sandigan- 
bayan decision ordering the government to lifta 
sequestration order on four companies owned 
bytaipan Lucio Ten. 

PCGG Commissioner Narciso Nario said 
the commission was unfazed by the setback 
and that issue of sequestration of Tan's com- 
panies was not over. 

“This is subject to an appeal to the Supreme 
Court through the Solicitor General. We will 
elevate this to the SC as this is the final ar- 
biter,” Nario told reporters. 

He added that only the Supreme Court 
could order them to finally lift the sequestra- 
tion on Tan's companies. 

PCGG Chair Camilo Sabio was to meet with 
other PCGG officials late yesterday. 

"The PCGG is the agency tasked to recover 
the allegedly ill-gotten wealth of the Mar- 
coses and their cronies. 

In a March 2 decision released Wednesday, 
the Sandiganbayan ordered the government 
to cease further involvement in the control 
and management of Allied Banking Corp., 
Fortune Tobacco Corp., Foremost Farms and 
Shareholdings Inc. 

In a statement issued after the decision 
came out, Tan said he would get back at past 
officials of the PCGG involved in the seques- 
tration of his flagship companies, citing for- 
mer PCGG Chair Jovito Salonga. 

Salonga dismissed Tan's threat. “I am dis- 
tinguished by the kind of enemies 1 make," he 
told the Ingumer in a telephone interview. 

PCGG Commissioner William Dichoso said 
‘Tan could not go after the agency itself or its 
present officials because they were protected 


by the provisions of Executive Order No. 1 
which created the agency. President Corazon 
Aquino issued the order shortly after she as- 
sumed power in 1986. 

Tan's companies were sequestered by the 
PCGG a few months after the 1986 Edsa revo- 
lution on suspicion he was a crony of the de- 
posed dictator and served as his business 
front. Tan has denied the allegations. 


“That is his defense. That is how he wants . 


to present himself. But the final arbiter is the 
Supreme Court," Nario said. 

Meanwhile, Danilo Ramos, secretary gen- 
eral of the Kilusang Magbubukid ng Pilipinas 
(KMP) said the PCGG should “still pursue the 
sequestration case against Lucio Tan.” 

“It should file a motion for reconsideration 
and give the money back to the victims of 
martial law. It should do its homework and 
get back the ill-gotten wealth by all means,” 
Ramos said. 

He added: “The PCGG should stop being a 
wallflower and work for the interest ofthe Fil- 
ipino people.” 

‘The PCGG seized Allied Bank on June 19, 
1986 on the strength of a writ signed by then 
PCG Chair Salonga and the Commissioner 
Ramon Diaz 

Оп July 24, 1986, the PCGG also took con- 
trol of Fortune Tobacco and Shareholdings Inc. 
based on writs of sequestration signed by Diaz 
and then Commissioner Quintin Doromal. 

‘The last to be seized was Fortune Farms 
which was served a writ on Aug. 12, 1986 
based on authority signed by Diaz and then 
‘Commissioner Mary Concepcion Bautista, 

After the four companies were placed un- 
der PCGG sequestration, Tan said Allied Bank 
suffered at least three bank runs. He also said 
Foremost Farms lost 11,000 hogs while For- 
tune suffered "big losses.” 


Solons reject Angara 
proposal on Cha-cha

EVEN BEFORE IT COULD TAKE OFF, SEN. 
Edgardo Angara’s proposal for a snap elec- 
tion—which in effect would cut short the 
terms of the country’s two highest offi- 
¢ials—was promptly shot down by the majori- 
ty in the House of Representatives. 

Congressional leaders yesterday dismissed 
Angara's proposal as “recycled and baseless.” 

Rep. Prospero Pichay Jr, vice chair of the 
Commission on Appointments, recalled that 
the idea was first raised by Senate Minority 
Leader Aquilino Pimentel Jr. last year during 
the Senate inquiry into the "jueteng" scandal 
which implicated members of the First Family. 

Pichay pointed out the suggestion was resur- 
rected at the height of the “Hello Garci" wiretap- 
ping inquiry by the House, also last yeas, which 
nearly crippled the Arroyo administration 

"New laws are prospective and not retroac- 
tive in nature, meaning any move to amend 
the Constitution should have no impact on 
the terms of the sitting president and vice 
president," Pichay said. 

He said he had "such a high regard for the 
legal mind of Senator Angara but it would Бе 
best if he restudied his position on the matter.” 

‘Any proposal that would shorten the Presi- 
dents term would not be supported by the 
House majority although they favor Charter 
change and a shift to a unicameral legislature, 


according to Majority Leader Prospero Nograles. 

Angara, the leader of Laban ng 
Demokratikong Pilipino, the largest main- 
stream opposition party, refused to be em- 
broiled in a tiff with allies of the President. 

He said the nation should not be deprived 
of a “great debate" on his proposal to amend 
the Constitution but limit the changes to re- 
vamping the Commission on Elections and 
holding early presidential polls, which would 
cut short Ms Arroyo's and Vice President Noli 
de Castro's terms. 

“Тһе proposal should generate further debate 
and discussion, so that we will be able to get as 
wide a spectrum as possible on these important 
issues,” Angara said in a phone interview. 

‘Speaker Jose de Venecia and the House ma- 
jority want to abolish the two “gridlock 
prone” chambers of Congress and replace 
them with a French-style unicameral parlia- 
ment headed by a powerful prime minister. 

But under their proposal, President Arroyo 
would remain in office until the end of her 
term їп 2010. 

Nograles said Angara's proposal was “not 
provided for by law and it will be an expense 
that will not cure the problem" which is that 
those against the President will not stop try- 
ing to oust her. 

“Let's just follow the Constitution which set 
her six-year mandate and we won't have 
problems,” he said. 


Appeals court junks plea 
vs Philcomsat land deal 


THE COURT OF APPEALS HAS DISMISSED A 
complaint against sequestered firm Philip- 
pine Communications Satellite Согр. 
(Philcomsat) and its subsidiary, Philcomsat 
Holdings Corp. (PHC), over a land deal with a 
private company. 

‘The appeals courts First Division threw out 
the petition filed by Phileomsat minority share- 
holders led by Victor Africa against Philcomsat 
director and PHC president Manuel H. Nieto Jr. 
over a memorandum of agreement signed with 
‘Ansear Realty and Development Corp. (Anseaz). 

‘The agreement, which was signed in Au- 
gust 2000, calls for Philcomsat's acquisition of 
12 parcels of land along Investment Drive in 
‘Alabang, Muntinlupa City, totaling 65,737 
square meters for P755.97 million at P11,500 
per square meter. 

‘The MOA allowed Philcomsat to acquire 
the property through a possible merger with 
‘Ansear, However, ifthe merger does not push 
through, the MOA shall be in the form of a 
loan extended to Ansear president Antonio 
Araneta to be amply secured via a deed of real 
estate mortgage executed by Anseat. 


Philcomsat extended a P390-million loan to 
‘Araneta with an inital disbursement of P265 
million while PHC shelled out another loan for 
the balance. The loan was for settling the exist- 
ing liabilities of Ansear for the Alabang property. 

For his part, Araneta issued an interest- 
bearing promissory note as well as a deed of 
real estate mortgage in favor of Philcomsat 
for five parcels of the Alabang property as ad- 
ditional security. 

‘The Africa group had questioned the deal 
saying the deal was not duly ratified by the 
company's board and stockholders. 

Africa and a group of minority sharehold- 
ers had formed their own board at Philcomsat 
and refused to recognize the original board of 
directors led by the Presidential Commission 
оп Good Government. 

The Africa group had first filed a complaint 
against Nieto and Philcomsars majority 
shareholders in 2002 before the Branch 64 of 
the Metropolitan ‘Trial Court of Makati City 
over the land deal which was dismissed for 
lack of merit, A subsequent motion for recon- 
sideration was likewise dismissed. 
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No mandatory rest days for Singapore maids 


SINGAPORE—SINGAPORES MAN- 
power ministry rejected calls to make 
rest days for maids mandatory, argu- 
ing it would inconvenience families 
with special needs, The Straits Times 
newspaper reported Thursday. 
“Some households have elderly or 
infirm members with special needs 
‘who require constant attention and 
may find it difficult to release the do- 
mestie worker for a prescribed period 


every week,” said Hawazi Daipi, se- 
nior parliamentary secretary for man- 
power, in Parliament on Wednesday. 

Instead, Hawazi said, the government 
wanted consumer watchdog bodies and 
maid employment agencies to implement 
standard employment contracts that stip- 
ulate monthly or weekly rest days. 

The ministry's refusal to legislate days 
off for maids came as a disappointment 
to activists who have been calling for do- 


тезйс workers to be protected under the 
city-state's Employment Act, which states 
how many days rest an employee is enti- 
бей to each week, the newspaper said 
US-based Human Rights Watch 
said in a report in December that 
many foreign maids in Singapore en- 
dure harsh working conditions as 
well as severe abuse such as physical.

There is a 
legitimate conflict, whether internal 
or external, and it had national 
repercussions for the Filipino pub- 
lic, and we continued airing as is.” 

Ressa said the network officer 
who spoke with the Palace official 
immediately turned down the re- 
quest and did not need to consult. 
with other ABS-CBN executives.

There were several key d 
sions made that day, given Presi- 
dential Proclamation No. 1017.

Dick Perez, GMA 7 vice president 
for legal matters, contended that the 
President could not arbitrarily take 
over a broadcast station under a na- 
tional emergency if any of its re- 
porters erred in his or her reportage. 

“We agree that the commission 
by a particular broadcaster of 
sedition or rebellion should not 
result in the closure of the entire 
station ora takeover,” Perez said. 

After hearing their lawyers’ argu- 
ments, the heads of the two net- 
‘works’ news departments asked ће 
Senate to take steps to repeal this 
provision in their franchise. 

“It will be in our best interest, in 
my humble opinion, ifyou take that 
section out,” Soho told Arroyo. 

Said Ressa: "Im not a lawyer, 
but obviously, as head of news, I 
would love to see this repealed. 1 
do think this goes against not just 
the Philippine Constitution and 
the Bill of Rights; it goes against 
press freedom issues.” 

But KBP executive vice presi- 
dent Reggie Jularbal said the

“We regret that General 
Lomibao and Commissioner Solis 
did not come when they are the 
regulators, or the offices that the 
President used to, well, limit 
press freedom," he said. 

"So we will give them a chance, 
and 1 hope they do not invoke [Ex- 
ecutive Order No.] 464," he added, 
referring to the Presidents order 
barring government officials from 
testifying at congressional in- 
quiries without her say-so.

eral Renato Reyes identified the victim as 
Santiago Teodoro. “He was the 12th activist 
killed in Central Luzon this year,” Reyes said. 

Central Luzon police chief Alex Lapinid 
confirmed Teodoro was killed at the bound- 
ary of Malolos and Plaridel. 

Reyes said Teodoro was in a car when а mo- 
torcycle blocked its path. “He got hit in the 
neck,” Reyes said. 

In its statement earlier, Amnesty Internation- 
al said comments by senior government officials 
linking leftist groups directly to communist in- 
surgents threatened "to create a climate within 
which further political killings may take place." 
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"Amnesty International continues to be 
gravely concerned at reports of an ongoing 
pattern of political killings of members of le- 
gal leftist organizations in various provinces 
nationwide,” the statement said. 

It urged the government to conduct 
prompt, thorough and impartial investiga- 
tions of all the killings. 

"In order to combat impunity, the authori- 
ties must also send a clear, unequivocal mes- 
sage to all members of the police, military and 
other security forces that involvement in, or 
acquiescence to, such unlawful killings will 
never be tolerated,” it said. Ў 

The Associated Press quoted the main 
left-wing party, Bayan Muna, as saying that 
more than 80 of its members and officers had 
been assassinated over the past five 
years—including 32 last year. 


95 killed since "01 

But an Inquirer count, based on recent 
news reports and a special report previously 
posted on the webpage of Bayan Muna, 
showed that up to 95 officers and members of 
various leftist groups had been killed since 
April 15, 2001. 

Bayan Muna has accused the military of insti- 
gating the killings and organizing death squads, 
a charge repeatedly denied by military officials. 

The party is led by Rep. Satur Ocampo, for- 
mer spokesperson of the communist-led Na- 
tional Democratic Front. 

‘Ocampo and four other leftist legislators have 
been holed up at the House of Representatives 
since Feb. 27, three days after Ms Arroyo declared 
a state of emergency to thwart an alleged coup 
plot. Ms Arroyo lifted the emergency a week later. 

The police have threatened to arrest the 


five legislators if they step out of the House of 
Representatives compound. 

‘Amnesty International said that in connec- 
tion with Ms Arroyo's emergency decree, the 
“political Left in particular may have been tar- 
geted for a repeated series of arrests on a vari- 
ety of spurious charges.” 

Police have arrested a former labor leader, 
Rep. Crispin Beltran of the Anakpawis party, 
and charged him with rebellion. 


Beltran release urged 

Manila Rep. Bienvenido Abante, chair of 
the House committee on human rights, yes- 
terday urged the government to release Bel- 
tran and place him under house arrest on hu- 
manitarian grounds, 

“Congressnian Beltran is already old and 
sickly. If they can't release him altogether, 
why not just place him under house arrest,” 
Abante told reporters. 

The military has accused Bayan Мила, 
Anakpawis and other left-wing groups of sup- 
porting the New People's Army, the armed wing 
of the Communist Party of the Philippines, which 
has been waging an insurgency for 36 years. 


Restrictions 

‘Amnesty International reminded the Arroyo 
administration that restrictions on freedom of 
expression and assembly during emergencies 
should be “strictly proportional to the dangers 
posed to the rights and freedoms of others.” 

It said that in the government's counterin- 
urgency operations, arbitrary detentions, ex- 
trajudicial executions and torture by security 
forces continue to be reported along with 
abuses bytheNPA. — With reports from AR

those who not only undergo training in health 
care but also in the social sciences. They are 
the elderly who are tauight where to refer oth- 
er old people who may need assistance from 
government and private geriatric clinics. 


Feeling unloved 

“The problem of old people is that they feel 
nobody loves them anymore. Their children 
are always out working, and depression sets 
in. What we do is we listen to them, let them 
talk about their youth and things they love,” 
home care assistant Felicidad de la Cruz said. 

“All they really need is time,” she said. 

‘The Philippines is one of the top labor ex- 
porters in the world, with about 1,500 Fil- 
ipinos leaving for abroad every day. The coun- 
try is the world's No. 1 source of nurses and 
health care workers. 


Doubled-edged problem 

This leaves many of the country's 5.4 mil- 
lion old people without care. They have the 
added burden of having to care for their 
grandchildren left behind by their children. 

“The migrants leave older persons and 
force them to take care of others they left be- 
hind. That's a double-edged problem for el- 
ders," said Josefina Cabigon, a Cose board di- 
rector and Sociology professor at the Univer- 
sity of the Philippines. 

Home care volunteers in the community 
are trained to take care of more vulnerable 
older people who may not have companions 
at home during the day. They regularly check 
in on their "patients" and friends. 

“Everyone grows old, but as long as you 


have a vision and a mission for yourself, you 
will not get depressed" De la Cruz said. 

The 69-year-old retired teacher serves in 
the Roxas district in Quezon City where she 
has five patients. This she does even while 
caring for her 74-year-old diabetic sister who 
suffered a stroke. 


Nanny to grandchildren 

Gerontologist Crispolo Migriño, 62, plays nan- 
пу to his two wheelchair-bound grandchildren. 
Опе is obese and another has polio. Both of them 
rely on Migriho and his wife for support. 

Migrifio, a former salesman who has four 
children and nine grandchildren, said he de- 
cided to render community service since 1997 
because he felt that after having sent his chil- 
dren to school, it was time to serve beyond the 
confines of his home. 

“This is our way of giving back to God what 
He has given us. Being healthy at this age is 
already a blessing,” De la Cruz said, 


Making up for shortcomings 

Lumen Babista has another reason for serv- 
ing as home care assistapt in Commonwealth. 
Caring for other old people is her way of mak- 
ing up for her shortcomings in providing care 
for her late mother. 

“It makes me happy to see them waiting for 
me. I don't need any payment Юг kind of 
work. A simple ‘thank you’ is enough for me,"

Ruben Guinolbay, personnel chief, and Lt. 
Col. Nestor Flordeliza, chief of staff, both of 
the Scout Rangers. He said the two had been 
relieved of their posts. 

"Being a good officer cannot be a license to 
do unauthorized activities," said Esperon of 
Guinolbay. "There is probable cause to inves- 
tigate him. He is being investigated." 

Esperon told a news conference at Fort 
Bonifacio that several other officers and men 
of the Scout Rangers were being held and 
were undergoing investigation but declined 
to give details other than that one of them

He said he would announce in two or three 
days the names of those to be court-martialed 
for their involvement in the plot to oust Ms 
‘Arroyo two weeks ago. 

Sources who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were not authorized 
to talk to reporters said that in addition to 
Brig.

One of the sol- 
diers detained belonged to the Special Opera- 
tions Command. 


Inquiry still in progress 

“I will confirm to you that we are investi- 

gating several officers from the Scout Rangers 
. lt is a matter of an investigation in 
progress," Esperon said. 

“We are trying to investigate their links or 
probable participation in marching down the 
streets. What we have is not conclusive so we 
want to be very thorough about it because we 
want to be certain that when we throw the 
Full force of [the] law against them, they are 
getting punished for what they have done,” 
he added. 

Ingumer sources said that four of the offi- 
cers were being held at Scout Rangers head- 
quarters in Camp Tecson in San Miguel, Bula- 
can, two in Fort Magsaysay in Nueva Ecija, 
and the other two officers and 17 enlisted per- 
sonnel at the Army 9th Infantry Division in 
Pili, Camarines Sur. 

"They are restricted awaiting recommen- 
dations of the Army Inspector General who 
investigated them," said one official who 
asked not to be named. 

Guinolbay gained prominence in the now 
infamous June 2001 "Lamitan siege" in Basi- 
Тап where his troops fiercely fought with Abu 
Sayyaf rebels who were eventually cornered 
in а hospital-church compound. The rebels 
were able to escape using their hostages as 
human shields. The hostages included three 
Americans, seized from the Dos Palmas resort 
in Palawan. 


Gold Cross awardee 

Guinolbay, who lost a number of his men in 
the battle, was awarded the Gold Cross, the 
military's third highest combat award, and 
жаз referred to as the “hero of the Basilan 
siege.” 

Esperon said Flordeliza was being investi- 
gated “for failure to report unauthorized ac- 
tivities.” 

Lim was relieved as Scout Ranger com- 
mander on Feb. 23 after he and Marine Col. 
Ariel Querubin reportedly informed Armed 
Forces Chief of Staff Gen. Generoso Senga 
of their plan to join the protest rallies on 
Feb. 24 and withdraw support from the 
President. 

Although Lim had been previously linked 
to coup plots, he had risen quickly to become 
опе of the youngest officers to attain star 
rank. 

Ms Arroyo proclaimed a state of national 
emergency early on Feb. 24, citing an alliance 
of communist New People's Army guerrillas, 
rebel soldiers, politicians and businessmen 
plotting to overthrow her. 

She lifted the proclamation a week later, 
saying the plot had been aborted. 

The 58-year-old President has been hound- 
ей by questions of legitimacy since last year 
over allegations stemming from thè "Hello 
Garci" wiretaps that she stole the 2004 elec- 
tion. She has denied the charges. 

In his appearance at the NBI, Lim said he 
was neither part of a coup plot nor of an al- 
leged alliance between military and commu- 
nist rebels. 

Aquino, Lim's former operations chief, was 
arrested on Feb. 27 as he reported for duty at 
Army headquarters, He was accused of re- 
cruiting Army personnel for a “destabiliza- 
tion" plot.

Asked about Lim's denials, Esperon told 
ANC television that Lim had told Senga of his 
plan to join the march organized by opposi- 
tion politicians to coincide with the 20th an- 
niversary of the Edsa 1 People Power Revolu- 
tion.

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Iran: US to suffer 
‘pain in return 
for sanctions 


VIENNA—IRAN WARNED THE UNITED STATES ON WEDNESDAY 
it could inflict "harm and pain" to match whatever punishment 
Washington persuades the UN Security Council to mete out over 
concerns Tehran is secretly seeking atomic bombs. 


"So if the United States wishes to choose that 
path, let the ball roll,” Tehran national security of- 
ficial Javad Vacedi said 

Tran and the Uniw States, arch-foes since 
Iran's 1979 Islamic revolution, cashed at a meet- 
ing of the International Atomic Energy Agency's 
goveming board called to consider an IAEA re- 
port that says Iran is accelerating nuclear re- 
search. 

After 2-1/2 years of US pressure on the IAEA to 
refer the matter to the Security Council, the board 
removed the last remaining roadblocks to that 
step. The move came after Iran rejected proposals 
by Westem powers for a compromise solution. 

IAEA director Mohamed ElBaradeis report 
was e-mailed to the council later in the day the 
agency said, and will form part of the basis for 
any UN action over Iran's nuclear program. 

Diplomats said the council would probably 
start debating Iran next week and US Undersec- 
retary of State Nicholas Bums said it would be 
Monday or Tuesday. 

‘The five permanent members of the council 
met to discuss a statement that Britain, France 
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and the United States are preparing for possible 
adoption next week. 

‘The statement was to have asked for a report 
from the IAEA in 30 days on whether Iran had co- 
operated with UN nuclear and suspended its 
atomic activities, diplomats said. 

But one envoy said Britain now wanted а 14- 
дау deadline, while no immediate decision had 
been reached among the five—the United States, 
Russia, China, Britain and France. 

The IAEA board decided a month ago to send 
Iran's nuclear dossier to the Security Council, as 
Jong as it deferred any steps until after ElBaradeís 
findings were presented. 

Russian Foreign Minister Sergei Lavrov said 
sanctions mooted by Washington to bring Iran to 
heel would not work, a reminder that Moscow 
could veto any punitive crackdown on iran. 

Iran, the world's No. 4 oil provider, also said it 
would review its oil export policy should the 
couneil tackle its case, which EU powers said was 
now inevitable as Tehran had flouted demands to 
prove it was not secretly seeking atom bombs.

US, Canada, 
Australia at 
‘high risk’ 
of bird flu 


PARIS—THE UNITED STATES, 
Canada and Australia are at very 
high risk of bird flu infection, an 
international veterinary organi- 
zation warned Wednesday as the 
World Health Organization called 
for the creation of an African 
multibillion-dollar fund to offset 
economic losses from the disease. 

The Paris-based World Orga- 
nization for Animal Health 
(OIE) said the current HSN1 
bird flu pandemic could spread 
to the US, Canada and Aus- 
tralia. 

“The probability of this 
strain appearing in Australia is 
very high. The possibility is al- 
so very high for the United 
States and Canada," ОТЕ Direc- 
tor General Bernard Vallat told 
a French parliamentary com- 
mission 

Those three countries have 
so far escaped being caught up 
in the spread of the HSN1 
strain of avian flu, which origi- 
nated in Asia in 2003 and 
which has since spread to the 
Middle East, Africa, Russia, 
Turkey and Europe. 

Vallat said detailed analyses 
of the widening area hit by the 
disease showed a “pessimistic” 
outlook for Australia, Canada 
andthe United States. АЕР 


Thaksin deal to proceed despite turmoil 


BANGKOK—SINGAPORES STATE- 
linked investment firm Temasek on 
Thursday looked set to acquire full 
control of Premier Thaksin Shinawa- 
tra's telecoms giant Shin Corp. de- 
spite a political furor over the deal. 

Outside the Singaporean Embassy 
in Bangkok, thousands of Thais 
threatened a widc-ranging boycott of. 
goods from the city-state and de- 
manded Temasek scrap the takeover 
of Shin Corp., founded by Thaksin be- 
fore he entered polities. 

He transfered control in 2001, 
when he took office, to his family who 
made $1.9 billion tax-free after selling 
a nearly 50-percent stake to Temasek, 
sparking public outrage that has 
snowballed into mass weekly protests 
demanding the premier’ resignation. 

"1 hope that there is no incident (at 


the embassy). We can explain every- 
thing” to Singapore, Thaksin told re- 
porters in Chanthaburi, east of 
Bangkok. 

Temaseks purchase sparked con- 
cerns about foreign ownership of a 
company that has key interests in tele- 
coms, satellites, media and aviation. 

"We will wait for an answer from 
the embassy until 4 p.m. If we don't 
get the answer or the answer is unsat- 
isfactory, we will start boycotting Sin- 
gaporean goods and services immedi- 
ately” said Rosana Tositrakul, a mem- 
ber of the anti-Thaksin People's Al- 
liance for Democracy. 

The embassy said it would not get 
involved. 

“The Shin Corp. Temasek deal is a 
private sector deal, done purely on a 
commercial basis. The Singapore gov. 


ernment does not interfere, in the 
business and operations of Temasek 
Holdings,” it said in a statement 
Thursday. E 

"The Singapore government is not 
involved. Singapore companies doing 
businesses in Thailand are required го 
observe the laws of Thailand," it said. 

Temasek is making a tender offer to 
buy all the remaining Shin Corp. 
shares, as Thai regulators require 
when a significant stake in a company 
issold. 

“We are proceeding with the render 
offer as required by Thai law. The ten- 
der offer will end at 4:30 p.m. today,” 
а Temasek official said.

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Israel-built wall causing 
major changes, says UN 


(GENEVA—EAST JERUSALEM IS UNDERGOING 
major changes because of a new wall through 
Palestinian neighborhoods aimed at reducing the 
number of Palestinians in the city, a UN expert 
said in Geneva on Wednesday. 

Ina report to the UN Human Rights Com- 
mission, John Dugard, special rapporteur on 
human rights in the Occupied Territories, said 
the Israeli-built wall was causing major hu- 
manitarian problems. 

“The character of East Jerusalem is under- 
going a major change as a result of the con- 
struction of the wall through Palestinian 
neighborhoods," he said. 

“The clear purpose of the wall in the 
Jerusalem area is to reduce the number of 
Palestinians in the city by transferring them to 
the West Bank 

“This causes major humanitarian prob- 
lems: Families are separated and access to 
hospitals, schools and the workplace are de- 
nied.” 

The independent expert recalled that the 
wall between Israel and Palestinian territories 
and described by Israel as a security measure, 
had gone ahead despite a 2004 ruling by the 
International Court of Justice, 

‘The basis for a future settlement between 
Israel and the Palestinians remains the so- 
called "road map" of 2003 "which is hopeless- 
ly out of date and which envisaged an end to 
the conflict by the end of 2005," said Dugard. 

‘The European Union, the United States, 
United Nations and Russia make up a 
called quartet sponsoring the roadmap, 
which provides for the creation of an inde- 
pendent Palestinian state alongside a secure 
Israel. 

"The blueprint has made next to no progress 
since it was endorsed by the Israelis and 
Palestinians in 2003 amid continuing blood- 
shed. 

"It is suggested that the roadmap be re- 
vised to take account of present realities and 
the 2004 advisory opinion of International 
Court of Justice,” Dugard continued in his re- 
port. 


Gunmen seize 
50 Iraqi workers 


BAGHDAD—GUNMEN IN POLICE COMMAN- 
do uniforms seized some 50 employees from a 
private security firm Wednesday in Baghdad, 
amid renewed sectarian tension and a destabi- 
lizing political stalemate in Iraq. 

Security officials said the gunmen stormed 
the A-Rawafed security company headquar- 
ters in the east of the capital and made off with 
all the employees at gunpoint: 

‘The officials could not immediately say ifthe 
gunmen were from the interior ministry or if 
the employees had been kidnapped by insur- 
gents disguised as police commandos. 

‘The incident came less than 24 hours after 
police found the bodies of 18 men crammed in-

N ONE OF THAILAND'S LEADING ENGLISH 
I dailies, The Nation, an op-ed piece appeared yester- 
day, titled “In defense of our scapegoat Constitu- 
tion.” In it, the author, Tulsathit Taptim, says that the 
present charter of Thailand was bought with the blood 
and tears of pro-democracy demonstrators who mount- 
ed People Power. The writer says, “This Constitution al- 
ready provided everything we could 
EDITORIAL possibly need. It enshrines a strong 
recognition of citizens’ rights, with 
mechanisms prescribed to support enforcement. It pro- 
vided for a new system to monitor, investigate and pun- 
ish corrupt officials and politicians. Checks and balances 
under this Charter were supposed to be our best ever. 
Our first elected Senate was meant to be a chamber ofin- 
dependent and forward-thinking minds.” 

But what happened? the writer asks. “When [Prime 
Minister] Thaksin and his wife were found to have 
stashed Bt10 billion worth of shares in his servants’ ac- 
counts, this Constitution was screaming, ‘STOP HIM! Its 
writers, headed by respected figures that included 
Anand [Panyarachun, one of the fathers of Thai People 
Power now in opposition to Thaksin], had anticipated 
something like this, so they put in place tough restric- 
tions on politicians’ involvement in business and stipu- 
lated punishments for anyone lying about what they 
owned. The mechanisms were there to put Thaksin 
away, but in the end, his landslide election victory inter- 
fered with the nation’s conscience, and the rest is histo- 

The writer goes on to conclude, “If this Constitution 
cannot contain Thaksin or clean up Thai politics, mak- 
ing it transparent and accountable, then no Charter 
can. We could not have imagined a better system of 
checks and balances ... What a shameful travesty of jus- 
tice it is, to blame such an excellent charter, albeit one 
that has found itself undermined by the corrupt nature 
of politicians and society’s lack of courage, for the very 
existence of corruption. Our problem is that we always 
expect our Constitution to give, while we hardly con- 
tribute to it.” 

To think that in Thailand, protesters are wearing yellow 
and resorting to People Power because a prime minister is 
accused of engineering constitutional amendments for 
his own private benefit; and that despite Thaksin’s will- 
ingness to hold snap elections, a boycott of elections is be- 
ing taken seriously. 

Itis the height of irony that in Thailand, which our local 
plundering politicians keep pointing to in envy—look at 
their economy, they say, look at their lovely parliamentary 
system—the Thais have taken it upon themselves to keep. 
People Power alive. And for all his other actions, their 
prime minister is not only eager to throw himself at the 
mercy of the electorate—he has not cracked down on his 
protesting countrymen. And to think, Thaksin is not, by 
any means, a timid peacenik. 

Ап essay currently being circulated by Julio Rey Hidal- 
80, a businessman, quotes the рое line, "As to forms of 
government, let fools contend; what is best administered 
is best.” Whether in Thailand or Manila, putting up con- 
stitutions as straw men to deflect attention from the 
shortcomings of leaders is neither a fair nor rational tac- 
tic. All it can result in is an insistence on “moving on,” but 
a country confronted with a leadership that's lost the pub- 
lic’s trust will not move on until the legitimacy of the ruler 
is resolved. 

When we proposed a referendum as a means of resolv- 
ing the questions surrounding President Macapagal-Ar- 
royo's legitimacy, there was opposition—no funds for 
such a referendum were available; and even if the funds 
were there, they would be better spent on a referendum 
on Charter change. And yet, аз Sen. Sergio Озтейа Ш 
has pointed out, if the President could push for a supple- 
mental budget for a national budget that hasn’t even been 
passed, surely a budgetary obstacle to holding a referen- 
dum could not possibly exist. 

If investors aren't in a panic in Thailand, it’s not only 
because they expect Thaksin to survive the political crisis; 
it's because confronted with an angry population, the 
‘Thai prime minister is democratic enough to let his peo- 
ple vent their anger in the streets and is unafraid to throw 
the question of legitimacy to his people.

IMARKED THIS PAST TUESDAY AS A SPECIAL 
day in my calendar. On that day, the Supreme 
Court scheduled the oral arguments on the peti- 
tion fled by Randolf David and others, chal- 
lenging President Macapagal-Arroyo's declara- 
tion of a state of emergency, and I was going to 
argue as counsel for the UP professor. But even 
more special, it was my wife Beth's birthday. 

So when Beth asked me the night before 
what seemed like a routine question, "So what 
is your schedule tomorrow?" 1 should've 
known it was a trick question—the kind that I 
frankly did not expect until the next day's hear- 
ing, and so Пег down my guard! 

T rold her, clinically and with no-nonsense, 
well, the Court will start the session at 1 p.m., 
so 1 have to meet with the other lawyers at 9 
a.m. at UR and then meet up with Professor 
David later in Manila, and then go to the 
Court's session hall around noontime.

‘The government is poised to prosecute some 
negligent TV network officials and public offi- 
cers for the spontaneous stampede by the 
‘crowd at the PhilSports Arena. How about in- 
juries during involuntary stampedes willfully 
‘caused by the Philippine National Police? 

There is something unreal about the mood 
of the town. The papers show images of a smil- 
ing and relaxed President, side by side with 
photos of a phalanx of anti-riot police wielding 
truncheons and geared for battle. I read such 
glowing economic reports, see a robust stock 
exchange and a strong peso, but I grieve at the 
televised image of that mother crying over her 
OFW daughter's mystetious death. 

‘Shouldn't we take these contrasts as part of 
the propaganda that "malicious segments of 
the media” allegedly spread against the Presi- 
dent? Not quite. President Arroyo has appro- 
priated for herself the image of normalcy, and 
has tarred and feathered her enemies with the 
image of disruption, 

Her swift revenge—Atienza's coup at a gov- 
emment-organized seminar-turned-party con- 
vention of the Liberal Party, the purported 
guidelines for print and broadcast media, the 
quick revival of old criminal charges against 
Gregorio Honasan and Crispin Beltran, and the 
arrest warrants issued for his fellow members at 
Bayan Muna —have surely antagonized the op: 


position, whom she has ceased to court anyway. 

But to the waffling Filipino middle class, 
perhaps it conveys an image of strength and 
determination, the Machiavellian virtu, the 
will to power, that Nicolo prescribed to his pa- 
tron Lorenzo de Medici. President Arroyo's 
clever response to the crisis has upped the ante 
їп Philippine politics. She has dared the fates 
and done the unthinkable, and seems to have 
gotten away with it. 

When Malacafiang announces that life is 
now back to normal, I ask myself: But isn't our 
“normal” something to be escaped, rather than 
restored? The day after the state of emergency 
was declared, 1 was a guest at Vice President 
Noli de Castro's radio program together with 
PNP Director Vidal Querol. During a break in 
the program to receive traffic reports, the field 
reporter radioed back: "The rallyists have dis- 
persed and traffic is back to normal.” VP Noli 
animatedly shot back: “Di kung normal, ibig 
sabihin, ma-traffic na nga.” 

But there was another exchange that lingers 
in my mind. When the Vice President first 
asked the reporter, “О, nasaan ka na ngayon?” 
the reporter half-in-jest retorted: “Ah, pwede ko 
fio bang sabihin yon on-the-air? Baka bawal?" 
Itwas a welcome moment of levity, but a grim 
reminder of the perils of the chilling effect. 

By pushing her enemies into the streets and 
then provoking them into public melees with 
the police, President Arroyo may actually be 
courting the business and middle classes, who 
long for business-as-usual and distance them- 
selves from the political, the ideological and 
the passionate. But then she leaves no other 
option but a military coup, at which point she 
will drape herself in the very Constitution she 
has debased. 

Remember Judge Learned Hand's words in 
“The Spirit of Liberty”: "Liberty lies in the 
hearts of men and women; when it dies there, 
no constitution, no law, no court can sav

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AFTER THE REVOCATION OF PROCLAMATION 
1017, President Macapagal-Arroyo left in place 
the mechanisms of control of the press not seen 
since the overthrow of the dictatorship of Ferdi- 
nand Marcos 20 years ago. 

Soldiers and police on the premises of an in- 
significant newspaper and the two largest TV net- 
‘works may have been pulled out following the 
lifting of the proclamation, but the Philippine 
press continues to be under a state of national 
emergency and faces imminent threat of censor- 
ship, reducing to a farce the claimed existence of 
a democratic state in the Philippines. 

The farce is more sharply accented by the fact 
that constitutional guarantees of freedom of the 
press exist, the government has not formally in- 
stalled a dictatorship, as Marcos did 20 years ago, 
and insists it is a democratic government. This is 
the glaring contradiction in the Arroyo adminis- 
tration today, after it cancelled its half hearted at- 
tempt to clamp political control. 

The media, a non-state institution, emerged 
from the week-long state of emergency suffering 
the most impairment among all the countervail- 
ing institutions to authoritarian rule, including 
the Supreme Court and Congress. 

‘After PP 1017, the country did not return to the 
status quo-ante. Although short-lived, PP 1017 
has left the Philippines a crippled democracy with 
опе of its key underpinning institutions—the 
press—in need of repairs. 

"Two operational mechanisms of press censor- 
ship have remained in place. First, the National 
Telecommunications Commission continues to 
shonitor radio and television stations for breach 
of "guidelines" banning broadcasts of “rebellious, 
terrorist propaganda” and statements that “pro- 
ose or incite treason, rebellion or sedition.” Or- 
ganizations of journalists have asked the Court of 
Appeals to stop security officials from “stopping, 
prohibiting or censoring the publication or airing 
of speech" deemed inflammatory. 

‘The other mechanism of press control comes in

"The march and rally itself was less than a week 
їп the planning, with women leaders from all 
across the politica/ideological/social spectrum 
getting together and deciding on a united action to 
demonstrate women's outrage at the Arroyo ad- 
ministration's increasing heavy-handedness.

1 finally made it to Ayala. True to the convenors’ 
intent, the program at the end of the march was 
lighthearted and fun, to a certain extent.

of young ones as if they were not young once. I of- 
ten hear folks of pre-war vintage waxing nostalgic 
about an age (pistaym or peace time) when 
schools taught not only reading, writing and arith- 
‘metic but also "good manners and right conduct."

"When you wake up in the morning, do not 
roll on yourself like an earthworm, do not wig- 
gle like a snake that is crawling on the ground, 
but get up right away, make the Sign of the Cross 
and thank God that He has saved you from the 
danger that night. 
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the form of intervention from no less than the 
President who warned, in a post-1017 interview, 
that she would impose emergency measures 
again if necessary.

The government has invoked laws involving na- 
tional security to prosecute newspapers, journalists 
and editors accused of publishing inflammatory sto-

sedition has been laid against the editor and two 
columnists of The Daily Tribune, which was raided 
by the police on the same day a state of national 
emergency was proclaimed. This action goes be- 
yond normal legal restraints on the press, such as 
criminal libel complaints by offended parties. 

Оп Feb. 24, the President issued General Order 
No 5. directing the Armed Forces “in the face of 
national emergency, to maintain peace, order and 
safety and to prevent and suppress lawless vio- 
lence.” It declared that elements in the political 
‘opposition, in conspiracy with the communists 
and the extreme Right, represented by military 
adventurists, had engaged in a concerted and sys- 
tematic conspiracy to bring down the elected gov- 
ernment. The President then dragged the press 
into the coup attempt, saying that “the claims of 
these elements have been recklessly magnified by 
certain segments of the national media.” 

Та an attempt at news management and to 
drive a wedge in the media, the President, in an 
interview on March 7 with СМА-7 network, gave 
a lecture on “responsible journalism.” She said 
she was not seeking “praise releases” from the

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the alleged “emergency,” they need only to 
check out news reports about the arrest of Ak- 
bayan Rep. Rissa Hontiveros-Baraquel. 
Literally hauled off to prison after police 
broke up Akbayan's observance of Interna- 
tional Women’s Day at the Quezon City 
Mabuhay Rotunda, Baraquel later denounced 
her manhandling and the violation of her 
rights in a privilege speech at the House of 
Representatives. Another leader of the rally, 
the Alliance of Progressive Labor's secretary 
general Joshua Mata, was likewise arrested for 
Violation of the “illegal assembly law."

With so-call 
"progressive" legislators in their sights, we can 
only speculate that it's only a matter of time be- 
fore the authorities begin moving in and arrest- 
ing members of the political opposition and 
anyone who dares criticize the President. 
BUT if PP 1017 focused our attention on the many 
violations of human rights committed by authori- 
ties, participants at the community leaders forum, 
many of them from urban poor communities in 
Caloocan, Malabon, Bulacan and Cavite, spoke of 
the almost routine" violations oftheir rights. 
Many times, said a woman leader from Cavite, 
police have raided their community purportedly 
to crack down on "criminal elements." Some of 
her neighbors, said the leader, are still in prison 
after two years, arrested without warrants and 
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“Fold your blanket, roll your pillow in your 
mat, and put them aside or in a corner so that 
they will not bother or disturb. 

"Change your dress so that you will not appear as 
if you have just come out of a pigsty and at the same 
time pray the Act of Faith. Your dress, even ifit is old 
or torn, should be smooth and clean because it is 
mot proper that you should appear before other 
people scrubbing yourself as if you had lice. You 
should wash your face so that you will not look dirty 
or smell as if you have just come out from bed.” 

Urban people will find the animal descriptions 
quite quaint, and our metrosexuals will probably 
object to one of the rules that state, “If you are a 
man, do not let your hair grow long because it is 
mot proper for a man to knot his hair like a wom- 
an or to have it falling on his back. It is ugly to see 
a man who is effeminate.” 

It was perhaps beyond his comprehension to 
see women with a shaved head, masculine wom- 
en, or even men with earrings—not to mention 
navel, nipple and penis rings. 

‘Then there is a question of good taste or re- 
straint in design. Lito Atienzas loud Hawaian 
shirts would have been frowned upon in the 18th 
century, for "Lagda" dictates: "Iis good that your 
dress should be like a flowes, but remember that 
too many omaments will make you look like a 
blooming gumamela. Therefore you should be 
moderate and should be in harmony with others.” 

‘Some rules do not change: "Do not let your nails 
grow long like the nails of a haw. Do not blow your 


media but only wanted them to be “fair, responsi- 
ble and not bordering on sedition” when report- 
ing news ( for “responsible” read: non-critical 
news). With that interview, she intruded into the 
realm of independent judgment of editors and 
journalists on what to publish or not publish. 

‘The government may have nipped the coup at- 
tempt in the bud, but the brunt of its punitive ac- 
tion fell on the media rather than on the military 
components of the plot to grab power.

These officers were relieved 
of their commands but are now in the custody of 
AFP Chief of Staff Gen. Generoso Senga, receiv- 
ing lenient disciplinary action. 

But the mystery is that while these facts indi- 
cate that the most dangerous enemy of the Presi 
dent comes from disgruntled members of the mil- 
itary, which holds the monopoly of armed power 
given by the state, she vented her fury on the me- 
dia, a weaponless civil institution, without the 
means to do violence. 

The President's crackdown on media isa sharp 
contrast to her relatively lower concern over the. 
threat of a'military coup. The crackdown and 
continuing attempt to impose control on the 
press lend credence to the view that the principal 
objective of PP 1017 was to muzzle the press, us- 
ing the aborted coup plot as an excuse. The iden- 
tification of the press as public enemy No. 1 is a 
fatal political mistake, which will have disastrous 
consequences for the regime. 


with no charges being filed against them. 

Lawyer Marlon Manuel of the Alternative Le- 
gal Group, who spoke on the legal implications of 
BP 1017, conducted an impromptu “legal clinic,” 
sharing information, specifically conditions that 
police have to meet before they can legally con- 
duct searches or arrest anyone. 

Lacking access to legal advice or services, and 
even the means to post bail, poor folk have had to 
compromise their rights as citizens in the struggle 
merely to survive and be left alone by the state. 

Also this week, a man climbed up an overpass 
and threatened to kill himself out of frustration af- 
ter MMDA operatives had confiscated his pop corn 
cart three times, The man told his story after he 
‘was calmed down and agreed to go down from his 
perch, but hearing it, I could only sympathize with 
aman whose only wish in life was to make a living 
and earn some money without being unduly ha- 
rassed by the government. That, to the poor, may 
be the full extent of what human rights mean. 


HERE are excerpts from “reflections” on Interna- 
tional Women’s Day and GMA written by Carolina 
Ruiz-Austria, a lecturer at the UP College of Law.

IWAS IN CALIFORNIA WHEN PROCLAMATION 1017 WAS 
declared. That was the time I got to appreciate both the po- 
tentials and limitations of high-tech communications. 

Thanks to the international cell phone roaming facility, 1» 
was able to get word about 1017 by text from friends in the 
Philippines and Belgium! I rushed to a computer to try to get 
news from the нове site on the Internet, but it looked like 
a million other Filipinos were of the same mind, Traffic was 
very bad and all I 
could get were the 
headlines. 

1 then turned to 
cable TV, switching 
from one channel to 
another. ABC, CBS, 
NBC were featuring 
reality shows and 
talk shows. Fox was 
busy attacking American liberals. CNN was featuring a 
hostage incident in Arizona. The smaller stations had tele- 
evangelists and tele-marketers on screen. 

When the dust settled, I got connected to the BBC through 
the Internet. CNN eventually picked up on the Philippines, 
showing footage of what looked like street riots, inter- 
spersed with videos of Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo proclaiming 
1017, without her voice. Text messages which continued to 
соте in from friends and periodic checks with the Inquirer 
site's Breaking News—as in every three or four hours—actu- 
ally kept me more updated than if had been at home. 

We are fortunate, indeed, to live in an age of instant com- 
munications. The technology is especially important when 
you're constantly on the road. So let me share some of what 


Tvelearned. 
*Fong kah’ 

Cell phones have become indispensable for travel. Por 
overseas trips, it's important to bring your own cell phone 
with your Philippine SIM. Make sure to have this activated 
for international roaming. This allows your friends to send 
you text messages at P1 each, the regular local rate. Sending 
messages out is another matter because you get charged by 
your Philippine service provider, as weil as by that of the 
‘country you're visiting. Each text message costs P10 to P20, 
after taxes. But be careful with calls. If someone calls you 
from the Philippines and you answer, the call is charged tà 
you, and at very high rates. If you call out, you get chargeds 
with the rates of the country you're visiting, and again, that 
can come up quite high. Once I had to pay something like 
P250 per minute, 

Remember that this applies as well to local calls, meaning 
if you're in the United States and calling a US number, you 
will be charged the American mobile phone rates, something 
like P25 to P50 minute. 

If you're going to be in another country for an extended 
period of time, it may be more cost-effective to just buy a pre- 
paid SIM card there. You would then pay the local rates and 
could avail of discounts and other special deals. Get help, 
though, from a local because information materials are 
rarely in English. 

‘Aneven cheaper alternative is to buy prepaid phone cards. 
You can get this in different denominations and they give you 
a local number to call, with a PIN number that you input. In 
the United States, prepaid cards allow you to call home for as 
low as 15 cents (P7.50) a minute. You save as well on calls 
within North America, at something like one cent a minuje. 
Again, check with local residents or Pinoy expats for the, 
cards with the best deals and on how to buy them. In Thai- 
land, walk into any one of the thousands of 7-11 stores and 
sing out fong kah” if you're looking to buy a phone card.

Our need го keep in touch spurred us to make all these 
technological advances in communications. But we need to 
pause at times and think about what it means to be wired, to 
be connected, My experience with American TV helps me to 
‘understand how, in the midst of such sophisticated informa- 
tion technology, Americans still end up so misinformed, зо 
totally ignorant of the world, 

‘The other wonders of information technology have their 
own allure. Easily, with wireless and satellite connections, 
опе can eventually read the Ingumer on a laptop, while sit 
ting in the ruins of the Angkor Wat, Or text endlessly to 
friends back home that we're in Borobodur. We can, but do 
we want to?

CEBU CITY—BISHOP PRECIOSO CANTILLAS 
of the Diocese of Maasin has decided to take care 
of some 40 minors orphaned by the Feb. 17 land- 
slide in Guinsaugon, St. Bemard, Southem Leyte. 

Another 38 minors who lost either a father 
ora mother to the landslide would also get fi- 
nancial assistance to finish their studies, said 
Bishop Cantillas. 

Сапйаз said his diocese, through the dioceses 
social action center is renting a small resort in Ca- 
balian town, which adjoins St. Bernard, to tem- 
porariy shelter the orphaned minors for at least 
three months or at least until the school year ends. 

“Our priority now is for them to finish their dasses 
of this school year, and then we will ask them espe- 
cally those who are going to college on where they 
‘want to enroll" Cartillas said in Cebuano. 

The bishop said he did not know the exact 
ages of the orphans but he said they are most- 
ly in high school. 

Cantilas said he coordinated with Southem 
Gov Rosette Lerias, St. Bernard Mayor Maria Lim 


and officials of the Department of Social Welfare 
and Development (DSWD) and they agreed with 
his plan to put the orphans in the dioceses care. 

Cantillas said he decided to place the òr- 
phans under his care because of reports that 
human traffickers might prey on them. 

Leyte was reported to be a transshipment 
point of young boys and girls from Visayas and 
Mindanao who, lured by promises of good jobs, 
end up in prostitution dens in Metro Manila 

Cantillas said his diocese also received gen- 
erous cash donations from different parishes in 
Southem Leyte and other archdioceses and 
dioceses across the country for the landslide 
victims and he wanted it used for the orphans. 

Manila Archbishop Gaudencio Cardinal 
Rosales was among the Catholic bishops who 
issued a directive to parishes to continue col- 
lecting donations for the landslide victims. 

Cantillas said the orphans were in different 
evacuation centers while some were in the 
care of the Order of St. Francis (OSF) sisters at 
the Cristo Rey Regional School in St. Bernard. 

He said the 40 orphans would be brought to- 
day to the Saludo Beach House in Cabalian town.

CEBU CITY—A VESSEL CARRYING PASSEN- 
gers and cargo yesterday caught fire 128 km 
off this city, but no one was reported hurt. 

Superferry 12, of the Aboitiz Transport Ser- 
vices, was on its way to Cebu from Manila 
when fire struck its stateroom, a first-class ac- 
commodation on Deck 4, at 11:50 a.m., re- 
ports reaching the Coast Guard said. 

John Rojo, the shipping firm's assistant vice 
president for public relations, said the man- 
agement was still determining the cause of 
the fire. 

Rojo seid the fire was put out at 2:47 p.m. 
or almost three hours after it started. He said 
Coast guard personnel who inspected the ves- 
sel allowed the ship to continue its trip at past 
3 p.m, Superferry 12 was supposed to arrive 


atthe Cebu port at 8 p.m. 

‘The ship was anchored at the vicinity of Bu- 
lalagui point, 60 nautical miles from the port 
until it was cleared to continue sailing. 

Petty Officer 15: Class Pablo Gonzales, of the 
Hagnaya, San Remegio Coast Guard substation, 
said the ship's officers and crew led by their cap- 
tain, Jose Yap, were the ones who put out the 
fire because Coast Guard personnel were notal- 
lowed at first to board the vessel. 

Rojo said the engines were not damaged, 
but ship officials were assessing if they would 
allow Superferry 12 to proceed to its next 
stop, Cagayan de Oro City.

That 
same year, she set up the Institute 
of Human Relations at Philippine 
Women's University, where she had 
received her bachelor's degree in 
secondary education.

First woman Cabinet secretary 
Aldaba-Lim was also the first 
woman Cabinet member, serving 
as social services and development 
secretary from 1971 to 1977. 

She was the frst woman to be- 
‘come special ambassador to the Unit- 
ed Nations, with the rank of assistant 
secretary general during the Interna- 
tional Year of the Child in 1979. 

She travelled to more than 60 
countries in two years, meeting 
with world leaders and laying the 
foundation for the UN Declaration 
on the Rights of the Child. For this, 
she received the UN Peace Medal 
‘Award from then Secretary Gener- 
al Kurt Waldheim. 


Museo Pambata 

Aldaba-Lim cofounded in 1994 
the Museo Pambata, the first chil- 
dren's museum in the Philippines, 
avenue for alternative learning for 
children, especially those without 
access to formal education. 

She was also a former chair of 
the Council for the Welfare of 
Children, and a former member 
of Sagip Kabataan and Catholic 
Charity (Caritas) 

In 2001, at the age of 84, she.

which aims to keep the memory 
and principles of the 21 Women 
of Malolos alive.

The RATE task force deemed it proper to 
contest the DOJ resolution on Columbia 
Sports through a motion for reconsideration 
(MR) but the justice department appeared to 
be dragging its feet. 

“As of last week, I asked the fiscal on the 
status of the MR. He said he was still in the 
process of resolving it," Agbeppa said. 

Agbeppa said all DOJ resolutions passed 
through the office of the (justice) secretary 
before they could be promulgated. 

Lee was among the suspected smugglers 
named at a recent Senate hearing along with 
Vicky Toh and Lucio Lao Co, who were pur- 
portedly close to First Gentleman Jose Miguel 
"Mike" Arroyo. 

Police arrested Lee on Sunday at the Ninoy 
Aquino International Airport upon his return 
from Hong Kong for allegedly ordering the di- 
version of three container vans of plastic resin 
from a customs bonded warehouse to а com- 
pany in Valenzuela City. 

He was released at 6 p.m. on Wednesday 
after posting bail set by a Manila Regional Tri 
al Court at P360,000. Prosecutors recom- 
mended earlier in the day that Lee and his co- 
horts be slapped with three counts of smug- 
gling in connection with the diversion of the 
container vans. 


Do homework 

Told that the government lost millions with 
the dismissal of the case, Gonzalez replied: 
"They (BIR) should have done their home- 
work before filing the case." 

He complained that the BIR had been 
found to have been filing "haphazard cases" 
under its RATE program, resulting in the dis- 
missal of many of them. 

‘The BIR also filed tax evasion cases in April 
2005 against three firms believed to be 
fronting for Lee—Nitoka Industrial Corp., Mit- 
suko Philippines Corp. and Pine River Interna- 
tional Corp. Lee is listed as treasurer of Nitoka. 

"They're all (Lee's) dummy corporations," 
said Stimson Cureg, one of the five revenue 
officers at the BIR National Investigation Divi- 
sion who built up the tax evasion case. 

‘The case against Columbia Sports stemmed 
from its nonfiling of tax returns for 2002 and 
2003 although it imported PS99 million 
worth of goods in 2002 and P2.8 billion in 
2003. 

Columbia is engaged in manufacturing, im- 
porting, exporting, buying and selling gloves, 
mittens, hats, garments, textiles, bags and 
other related goods. 

‘The BIR listed as Columbia's corporate offi- 
cers Vincent Lim (president), Luis Ng Lim (ex- 
ecutive vice president and general manager) 
and Lilian Cua (treasurer). 


Parayno 

Guillermo Parayno Jr, who was the BIR 
commissioner when the case was filed against 
Columbia Sports, claimed in a charge sheet 
addressed to Gonzalez that the company 
earned income “as per the data of the Bureau 
of Import Services.” 

“The goods imported by Columbia for years 
2002 and 2003, whether further processed or 
теехропей or sold locally in their original 
form, should have, in the normal course of 


business, generated income for the corpora- 
tion,” Parayno said, 

Despite the income it presumably eamed, 
Columbia, through йз “responsible corporate of- 
ficers," did not declare any income when it failed 
to file income tax retums for 2002 and 2003. 

“Needless to state, under the tax code, ev- 
егу corporation is required to file the neces- 
sary VAT (value-added tax), income and with- 
holding tax returns of which herein respon- 
dents failed to do," Parayno said. 

The tax liability of Columbia amounted to 
26,503,450 in 2003, and P125,258,676 in 
2003, according to the BIR. 


Deeds of assignments 

їп the four-page decision, prosecutor 
Dayog noted that respondents had contended 
that the nonpayment of tax returns “cannot 
be imputed to them as they were not the 
stockholders, directors or officers of 
Columbia during that period of time." 

He said the respondents ceased to be cor- 
porate officers on June 26, 2001, when they 
transferred all their interests to Jimenez, 
Gatchalian, Tan, Ong and Santos "by virtue of 
deeds of assignments." 

‘The BIR argued that the deeds of assign- 
ments “were of doubtful validity as they did 
not specify the consideration for the transfers 
and the specific addresses of the transferees.” 

"There is no showing that respondents ac- 
tually ceased to be responsible officers of 
Columbia even after the transfer of their in- 
terests to the new stockholders," it said. 

In dismissing the case, the justice depart- 
ment said "we cannot sustain the contention. 
of complainant ... There is no evidence to sup- 
port suspicion that the deeds of assignment 
were simulated.” 

Both Gonzalez and Dayog appeared sur- 
prised when told that the respondents could 
be serving as Lee's dummies. 

“They should charge him (Lee) for violat- 
ing the anti-dummy law. You have to back up 
your complaint with evidence,” Gonzalez 
said. 


Right set of respondents 

He said the BIR's failure to charge the right 
set of respondents allegedly fronting for a 
firm owned by Lee resulted in the dismissal of 
the tax evasion case against Columbia. 

"Those who incurred the supposed liabili- 
ties were the current officials, but the BIR 
charged the previous officials,” Gonzalez said. 

Dayog told the Inquiner yesterday that the 
previous stockholders signed a deed of as- 
signment transferring stocks to another set of 
owners. "On that basis, I dismissed the com- 
plaint," he said. 

“The respondents were initially stockholders 
of Columbia, but during taxable year 2002 and 
2003, a new set of officers came in. So they are. 
not the proper respondents in the case. That's 
the basis for my dismissal,” Dayog said. 

He said it was obvious that the changes in 
the set of officials running Columbia was not 
reflected in the records of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, on which the BIR 
based its complaint. 


Motion for reconsideration 

But the BIR filed a motion for reconsidera- 
tion on the matter, maintaining that it was re- 
ally after the firm, not the set of officials. The 
issue remains pending in the office of Chief 
State Prosecutor Jovencito Zufio. 

However, Gonzalez said this was not legal- 
ly feasible. 

"That is the law. You do not send to jail the 
corporation. You send to jail the respon- 
denis," Gonzalez said. 

Dayog said the BIR could refile the case 
against the right set of officials.

“We were not satisfied with the 
[results of the] investigation; we 
felt dismayed.” 

‘The Department of Justice has 
set the start of the preliminary in- 
vestigation on March 20. 

But according to Justice Secre- 
tary Raul Gonzalez, the depart- 
ment was still studying the possi- 
bility of including Lopez in the list 
of those to be held liable for the 
stampede that marked what was. 
to have been the first-anniversary 
celebration of the ABS-CBN game 
show "Wowowee." 

‘The stampede killed 71 people 
and injured hundreds of others. 

Asked by reporters whether 
Lopez would be included in the 
criminal complaint, Gonzalez 
said that in issues involving 
“reckless imprudence resulting in 
multiple homicide and multiple 
injuries,” the liability could reach 
uptothe “owner” 

He likened the issue to a public 
vehicle whose owner would be 
partly answerable in case of an 
accident, and said there was a 
wealth of jurisprudence citing the 
liability of bus owners in “motor 
vehicle accidents.” 

Gonzalez also said the justice 
department was studying the “hi- 
erarchy of responsibility" He noted 
that Lopez's earlier admission of 
responsibilty would “play a factor" 
in his department's decision. 

ABS-CBN's Maloli Manalastas 
told GMA 7 last night that the 
network was prepared to face any 
investigation. 


“Some changes’ 

On Wednesday the NBI recom- 
mended the filing of criminal 
charges against 17 persons, i 
cluding ABS-CBN executive vice 
president Charo Santos-Concio 
and “Wowowee” host Wilfredo 
“Willie” Revillame. 

Italso recommended the filing 
of administrative charges against 
Pasig Mayor Vicente Eusebio in 
the Department of Interior and 
Local Government. 

The NBI did not find the Pasig 
police and the Metropolitan 
Manila Development Authority li- 
able for the stampede. 

Asked what he thought of the 
NBI report, Gonzalez said he was 
“satisfied” with it but wanted to 
introduce “some changes.” 

He said he could either expand or 
“overtum’ the recommendations. 

“Right now we are not includ- 
ing him (Lopez), but we are still 
reviewing the case," Gonzalez 
said, adding that among the other 
matters being studied was Euse- 
bio's “culpability” 

He pointed out that under an 
administrative complaint, Euse- 
bio could be reprimanded or sus- 
pended, but not dismissed. 

“The matter of the liability of 
public officials is whether the 
[criminal act] committed merits a 
degree of punishment that will 
mean disqualification from hold- 
ing public office ... or whether it 
involves moral turpitude, which 
сап be penalized by suspension,” 
Gonzalez said. 


‘Mere employees’ 

Не added that the justice de- 
partment was reviewing the “ar 
rangements” between фе 
“Wowowee” organizers and the 


Pasig government to determine 
the extent of Eusebio's liability. 

The VACCs Jimenez said 
Lopez should be included in the 
charge sheet because he had also 
benefited from "Wowowee" as 
the owner of the network. 

“When you earn [money] froni 
something and then something 
bad happens, there must be a cor- 
responding liability to assume,” 
Jimenez told the INQUIRER. 

He said Concio, Revillame et 
al. were “mere employees” doing 
their jobs. 

"It is like indicting only the 
driver of a car and forgetting the 
liability of the owner,” he added, 

Jimenez said former Pasig por 
lice chief Medina should have al: 
so been included in the NBI list 
because there was negligence on 
his part. : 

"There was already imminent 
and inevitable danger at ар 
time, but the Pasig policemen's 
lack of foresight resulted in thé 
tragedy. So he (Medina) should 
be made answerable for such 
negligence," Jimenez said. 

Jimenez also warned the vi 
tims of the stampede to be wary 
of supposed social workers ask; 
ing victims to sign blank waivers., 

“I advise them to seek help 
from knowledgeable people be» 
fore they sign anything," he said.

Survivor Catubig, who suf 
fered broken bones in the stam: 
pede, said Lopez should be indicts 
ed "because he was aware of thé 
operations of Wowowee.” 

“In the first place, the prepara? 
tion for the shows anniversary 
would not have pushed through iF 
he did not allow it," Catubig said: 

Apart from Lopez, Catubig said, 
the “Wowowee” staff member 
who announced that they would 
begin letting people inside the sta- 
dium should also be held liable. 

“He announced on a mega- 
phone that people would be let in 
on a first-come-firstserved basis. 
lt was this announcement that 
caused the crowd to start jostling 
for position in order to be among 
the first 300 inside,” Catubig 

He said he could not recall the 
man’s name but would recognize 
his face. 

Catubig recalled staking out 
the stadium for 24 hours, sus- 
tained by the thought that he 
would be among the first people 
inside once the gates were 
opened. 

He said he was very near the 
gate when it gave way and an es- 
timated crowd of 15,000 tried to 
push its way through, 


Chance to answer 

In Pasig, Mayor Eusebio said he 
welcomed the recommending of 
administrative charges against 
him, 

"This is a chance for me to be 
able to answer the allegations 
against me. I have already asked 
my lawyer to explain my side," he 
told the Inqumia 

He added: “I believe in our jus- 
tice system. I know the Department 
of Justice wll be fair and just." 

Eusebio declined further com- 
ment, saying he would "answer 
the allegations in the proper fo 
rum."

and maintainers," said Napolcom vice chair 
Imelda Roces.

Pacificador, a math professor at De La Salle 
University admitted to having called for a vote to 
oust Romualdez during the congress, but got 
nowhere when the president hid “behind the 
constirution of the PFF and refused to discuss is- 
sues hurled against him.” 

Pacificador had circulated a position paper be- 
fore the start of the congress that pointed to at 
least four reasons why Romualdez should step 
down. The accusations ranged from “disregard 


ing the spirit of fair play” to being “dictatorial and 
negligent in running the affairs of the PFE” 

Romualdez, meanwhile, said that “anyone can 
‘come to the (РЕР) office and get the details (of 
the expenses).” He denied having promised the 
FA heads a detailed explanation and said the re- 
por, as far as he knew, was furnished to everyone 
‘one month before the congress. 

"The administration expenses are not ай spent 
оп salaries," Romualdez added. "We also spent 
for communication, meeting expenses, etc.” 

Romualdez said һе does not receive anything 
from the PFF that would qualify asa salary.

RP borrowings 
hit P123.3B 
in January

‘THE NATIONAL GOVERNMENT BORROWED 
P123.3 billion in January this year to help 
plug the budget deficit and service maturing 
obligations. 

‘The amount was 139 percent higher than the 
P51.49 billion borrowed during the same month 
last year. But the huge difference, officials said, 
was due to the government’ decision in January 
to take advantage of the low interest rates prevail- 
ingat that time, and borrow the bulk of is foreign 
financing requirement for the whole of 2006. 

Of the January borrowings, P111.684 billion 
was sourced from foreign investors, while the 
11.613 billion came from domestic creditors. 

Foreign borrowings are made either through 
bond floatation or through official development 
assistance (ODA) provided by multilateral and 
bilateral financing institutions. The Philippines’ 
biggest source of ODAs are the Japan Bank for 
International Cooperation, the World Bank and 
the Asian Development Bank. 

Domestic borrowings come in the form of 
auctions of Treasury bills and bonds. 

Data from the Department of Finance 
showed that of the external borrowings, those 
generated from the float of global bonds 
amounted to P110.534 billion. The rest of the 
foreign borrowings were ODAS. 

Data also showed that the amount of loans the 
goverment paid in January amounted to 
529.05 billion. OF the loan payments, domestic 
borrowings accounted for P22.33 billion while 
foreign obligations accounted for P6.73 billion. 

‘The loan payments for January resulted in the 
governments net borrowings of P94.24 billion, 

Finance officials said the government was 
trying to reduce its borrowings to keep its 
debts from ballooning. National Treasurer 
Omar Cruz had said that the government 
could afford to trim down its borrowings in 
the remaining months of the year because of 
the dwindling budget deficit. 

‘The governments outstanding debt—the 
amount of accumulated obligations over the 
years—stood at P3.91 trillion as of November 

lebt figure was slightly lower than 

recorded the previous month 

because, according to the Bureau of the Treasury, 

the government paid more maturing obligations 

than it borrowed during the month, This was a 
result of the dwindling deficit, it added. 

The DOF this year wants to reduce the bud- 
get deficit to P125 billion—much lower than 
last year’s figure of P146.5 billion.

THE MONETARY BOARD YESTERDAY KEPT 
the Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas’ key policy rates 
steady, despite a spike in the February inflation. 

The inflation rate in February hit an eight- 
month high of 7.6 percent due to the recent 
hike in the value-added tax rate. 

Ina statement after the board's policy rate- 
setting meeting yesterday, BSP Governor 
Amando Tetangco Jr. said the Monetary 
Board agreed to maintain the overnight bor- 
rowing rate at 7.5 percent and the overnight 
lending rate at 9.75 percent. 

“Despite the immediate impact of the VAT, 
the February inflation rate was within the 
BSP's forecast range for the month and thus 
remains consistent with the projected path for 
inflation," Tetangco said. 

“The latest BSP forecasts showed a deceler- 
ating trend for inflation in the second half of 
2006," he said. 

"Tetangco said the board noted that prevailing 
conditions continued to provide room for the BSP 
to keep its policy rates steady in the near term.

“Positive sentiments have also continued to 
strengthen the peso, providing continued stability 
inthe domestic prices of imports," Tetangco said.

THE NATIONAL ECONOMIC

Conclusion 

CAO 3-2006 does our people a 
service by making customs broker 
accreditation more strict, thus curb- 
ing abuses in this profession. How- 
ever, without the two amendments 
proposed by Alyansa and supported 
by more than 25 organizations, two 
of the three available vehicles for 
import transactions are eliminated. 
Iis very disappointing that barely 
three weeks after the order imple- 
‘menting the MEIC was withdrawn, 
а similar order was circulated im- 
posing the same scourge on our 
agriculture and other sectors, 

Just as the mistake was cor- 
rected for the MEIC when the se- 
nior management learned about 
its dire consequences, it is hoped 
that CAO 3-2006 will also be cor- 
rected. With these two amend- 
ments, CAO 3-2006 can be a help, 
rather than a hindrance, in creat- 
ing the proper environment for 
job creation.

Nestle Philippines Inc., P6.1 billion.

grow between 7 and 9 percent to 
make the poor feel the impact of what 
the government claims to be an im- 
proving economy. 

‘The government had reported that 
the Philippine economy grew by 5.1 
percent last year. 

"You need a bigger margin so that 
there will be a trickle-down effect to 
the grassroots. You need more rev- 
enues that will go directly to poverty 
eradication," Villegas said. 

The Arroyo administration also 
credits itself with the strengthening 
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of the peso and improved outlook by 
credit rating agencies. 

Villegas, however, said these devel- 
opments were something the poor 
could not appreciate because they do 
not fee! their impact. 

‘According to a report by the Asian 
Development Bank last year, the 
number of poor Filipino families rose 
to 10 percent from 1997 to 2000. 

‘The ADB study said poverty inci- 
dence in the Philippines stood at 45.4 
percent in 2000, representing 6.9 
million families.

Hygiene is big 
business in RP

POVERTY LEVELS IN THE 
Philippines may be high but 
cleanliness levels are higher 
compared with other countries. 

For starters, most Filipinos, 
rich or poor, take a bath at least 
once a day, unlike some of their 
counterparts in the Western 
countries who do not deem it 
necessary to wash daily. 

Second, toothpaste penetra- 
tion or the percentage of Fil- 
ipinos who brush their teeth is 
at a high 99 percent. And Fil- 
ipinos, even the poor, do not 
mind paying a higher price for 
their toothpaste. 

This is the observation of 
Noel C. Lorenzana, managing 
director for home and personal 
саге of Unilever, makers of 
Sunsilk, Surf, Camay and 
CloseUp among others. 

“Filipinos go for the premi- 
wm brands [for toothpaste] 
even if cheaper ones are avail 
able. The poor give premium to 
brand quality [which they as- 


sociate with the known 
brands]," notes Lorenzana. 

The top three brands in the 
country are Colgate, CloseUp 
and Hapee toothpaste. 

Lorenzana admits CloseUp 
is stil in the No. 2 spot but 
points out it has already made 
great strides in grabbing mar- 
ket share from the leader. 

He says the toothpaste mar- 
ket is a big enough market in 
the Philippines and one does 
not have to be in the No. 1 spot 
to make the profits. The tooth- 
paste market is estimated агр, 
billion a year.

Q: What is your view of the state of mar- 
keting and branding among professional 
service providers, particularly consul- 
tants?

In other words, they do a very good 
job in rounding up prospects and making pre- 
sentations to sell their services. On the other 
hand, they do a lousy job of branding. 

To build a brand, you have to stand for 
something in the mind.

Young? I don't know and РИ bet most of their. 
prospects have no idea either. They just hire 
the accounting firm that puts the best team on 
their accounts.

Al Ries: Think categories, not brands. The 
most successful brands are those that are 
in new categories. Like Kleenex in tissu 
in detergents. Coca-Cola in cola. IBM in main- 
frame computers.

sors. Dell in selling personal computers direct

Even if you are not the actual first brand in 
а category, there's always a way to divide the 
category in order to be first in something. 
BMW was first in “driving machines.” Volvo 
was first in “safe cars." Rolex was first in “high 
priced watches.” Swatch was first in "fashion 
watches.” 

Q: How can companies launch brands that 
allow them to serve existing clients at the 
same time as capturing new ones? 

Al Ries: Instead of thinking of ways to 
serve and maintain clients or customers, en- 
terprises that launch new brands should think 
of trying to create new categories. The best, 
most powerful global brands are almost al- 
ways based on new categories. ‘The Body 
Shop was the first cosmetics shop selling “nat- 
ural” cosmetics. Volvo was the first automo- 
bile to focus on "safety" as its primary benefit. 
Red Bull was the first “energy drink.” 

Q: How much of an effective B2B campaign 
is based on the specific strengths of a product. 
versus how much is it based on its advertis- 
ing/marketing inventiveness? 

Al Ries: What you need to do is to combine 
both. In other words, you want to find a prod- 
wet or service "strength" that can be devel- 
oped into a powerful marketing program. 
One without the other is just not going to 
work. Some product strengths just won't 
work because somebody else “owns” the 
strength. Can you build a safer car than a Vol- 
vo? Probably. Is this a good product strategy? 
No. Because Volvo owns "safety" in the mind 
ofthe prospect. 

Q: In what way are multinational brands 
being affected by anti-globalization and anti- 
American feelings? 

AI Ries: In the short term, there will be 
some effect, but in the long term, the anti 
globalization and anti-American feelings will 
not seriously hurt American brands.

and love your friends, but you tend to respect 
your enemies and disrespect your friends.
